Ee haue ſince our entry into this Realme of England, had ſpecial care 


A to make all our Subiects know, with how equall affection we reſolued to pꝛoceede in 
all things which ſhould concerne the ſafetic 02 honoꝛ of our kingdomes, fo: both which 
x we know we are tomake one and the ſelf-ſame accompt to Almighty God,vnder whom 
7 FM we hold allearthly things; In which reſpect, we were very curious to pꝛeuent at our 
AY” firſt comming all manner of offences 02 affronts, which naturally doe ariſe betweene 
* 2 ſcucrall Nations at their firſt iopning in ſocietie and conuerſation, neuer ceaſing to lap 
x * ſſecuere commandement vpon our greateſt Subiects that came in with vs, to ſuppꝛeſſe 
any iniurious Actions ot any of their Scruants oꝛ Trainc, towards the meaneſt Subiect of Engliſh birth, in whom 
from the higheſt to the loweſt we haue obſerued ſo great louc and generall obedience to vs and our Commandements: 
And whenſoeuer tt hath come to our eares that any Offence hath bene done by any of them, wee haue made them 
know how much it hath diſpleaſed vs. Notwithſtanding, becauſe we doe heare of many Inſolencies repoꝛted to de 
committed by our Nation of Scotland to our Engliſh Subicct3, with this addition further, That the Magiſtrates 
and Juſtices are thought to be remiſſe towards ſuch, in doubt leſt the ſame ould be offenliuely repozted to vs: We 
haue thought it conuenient aſwell fo: the ſatiſfaction of the one ſoꝛt, as fo! admonition to the others, to publiſh by 
open ſignification. That ſeeing it hath pleaſed Almightie God to call vs tothe Supꝛeme power ouer both, Wee are 
purpoſ:d to be an vniuerſall and equall Souereigne to them both, and to adminiſter Juſtice where there ſhall be oc- 
caſton, without any wozldly reſpect to either of them. And therekoꝛe doe hereby emiorne ail Licutenants, Deputy 
Licutcnants, Juſtices of Peace, and all other our Officers and Miniſters of this Eingdome, that whenſocuer com⸗ 
plaint ſhall be made to any ofthem, that bꝛeach ol Peace is committed by thoſe of our Nation of Scotland, vpon the 
Subiects of England, oꝛ by the Subiects of England vpon thoſc ofthe Nation of Scotland, In both which kindes 
we heare of many great abuſes, though ſometimes aggrauated acco2ding to the humour of the Repoꝛters, they ſhall 
carefully vpon euer complaint, examine with all ind: fferency the particulars ofeucry ſuch Action, and cauſe puniſ 
ment to be inflicted vpon the partie offending. without reſpect of Nation, accoꝛding to the Laweg ol this Realme, 
And to the end they map not doubt to pꝛoceede to the execution thereof: As we doe hereby not onely aſſure them 
that we will ſtrengthen and maintaine all Officers and Magiſtrates in the execution oftheir Offices, fo: the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation of the publike Peace ofthis Realme: So if we thall ſce at any time that any Maaiſtrate ſhal be ſlow to redꝛeſſe 
ſuch grieuances, oꝛ puniſh the Offenders, me ſhall haue cauſe to thinke, that they arc willing to nouriſh ſome cauſe 
of ſuch rumours, the rather to ſerue toꝛ colour oꝛ cauſe of further alienation, 4 ſo by conſequence of ſedition amongſt 
our people, and an hinderance to that vnion betweene both States, which is one of the greateſt benefits that we 
bꝛing with vs to our people foz their ſtrength and ſatetie; in gouerning of whom, though we mult ve, as all other 
Pꝛinces doc, the miniltery of ſuboꝛdinate Miniſters, yet God Almighty knoweth,that in our owne mind there is not 
a thought of partialitie towards either of them, but an internal deſire and reſolution to affoozd indifferent Grace and 
Juice to all: Foz demonſtration whereof me haue bene fozced topubliſh thus much, leſt the iniquitie ol Faction and 
vnrulp ſpirits might blemiſh the innocencie and integritie of our heart towards all our Subtects, whom we holde 


dearer then our ownelife.
